Oa Sunday evening the police received their
revolvers, Tney were, it s said. new pistolg, in
pertect order, A part of the torce, and perhaps
all, received two revolvers each, tor when they
came charging along Baronne streect they had
revolvers in both hands,

Orders were given to the night watchmen to
«0 1o rest on Sunday at 12 o'clock, and to be on
hand on Monday al 6 o'olock A. M.  They were
to form smull squads and remain in readiness ut
distant parts ol the city.

At noon, the various bells of the city struck
one stroke, which wae a preconceried signal to
mass and 1o attack. A part at leas) of this plan
is mude {0 appeur very elearly by the following
extruct from the French part of the HBee of
August 1:—""All the gquads had been posted in
the vicinity of the objective point, where they
marched on as Inst a8 necded,” ‘I'he term *‘ob-
jective pont" s pretty clear, It refers to an
ellensive action.

An appeal was nlso made by the Mayor,
throngh a public proclama'lon to the eiuzens,
for wnat was called “‘specinl constables,” Beve-
rul hundred Con'eaerates responded to that call,
and were ouly disbanded in the evening, when
General Kantz had (aken charge ol the govern-
ment of the city, Most ol theseé men joined in
the fray, They were as determined a ser o3
Rebels as ever met together in New Orlesns,

The preparatlons of the Mayor wee com-
pleted by ordering the day watchmen to keep in
readiness, not at their respective stations, Hut ut
the First and Second Stations only, The noon
bell was the siemal for the night watchmen to
concentrate, The twelve belle that they were
to strike at ‘any time during the fray was the
sigmal lor the churge of the reserve police, This
chorge was desperate and tremendous. They
knocked down or shot on their way the black
men they met on the street, We will, anotber
time, give nlew sketehos of the horrld scenes
perpetrated on Dryades, Common, and Baronne
streets, :

Mr, Dostic wag shot first in the hall, He
{ell. Another policeman came up and shot at
him four or bve times alter he wias down, He
was then drageed alleinsiely by the halr and
feet, and thrown on a pile of doad bodies. His
body, in appearance lleless, was afterwards
carmied to the Police Station House, and thrown
away a8 a corpse, Home ludies who came there
to bring asslstance to the sufferers tound, how-
ever, that he was #till alive,  They had him
removed from among the dead, and eared for.

He i8 to-day in the *“Hotel Dieu," with full
intellectunl powers, but in a very critical con-
ditiun,

On Baronupe street, & number ol horrible mur-
ders were committed, Several black men were
shot when waken into custody by the police
officers, A black man who ran through the
street was killed by a bullet from behind, and
go were & number of others, A colored magp
who rscaped through a window, was r’mdle‘i
with bullets, and then hornbly beaten. One
who had taken refuge under a pile of lumber
was sbot at turough the boards till he was
kitled, A black man, who had probably escaped

o she wain bulding through the djoinng

vards, was snot dead by n policeman; afier a
while a white woman came and threw o ulone
on the head ol the dead man.

All this time the white boys were shouting
and erying “Hurrah!” Toyes, however, wire
murdered In cold blood, But they were black
hoys, Two of them weie drageed out ol u stiegl
car by two polire officers and shot, T »o colored
men who were in the same car were alio mur
dered by these poliemen, Eye-wiinesses 1o
these fact: will present themselyes betore the
Commission of Iovestizution, H not murdered
belare,

We have gti1l numerous facts to recount. The
srtionlare will be made pubhe in due time.

The whole narrative of the Times 1= highly
sogpestive, and cannot conceal the true ehurac-
ter of the riot—assassingtion ol bluck and white
Union men,. We make for the entiehtenment of
our Northern triends the tollowing extracts ;1 —

Iy Js our paiutul duty to record the occur
rence in this city, yesterday, of one ol the most
disastrous disturbances ol the pubhic peaoce
which ever disgraced our olty, and aitended

The stern of the Austrian
Admiral's ves-e¢l wis destroyed. Toe fght was
very severe, We lost tue Tron clat fig d dalia,
which the Admiral bad lert, aod wheh suna
frtom & collision with the enemy at the com-
wencement of tne battle,

The iron-clad gunbonrt Palestro caught fire
ana the commander and crew refused to leave
the vessel, She blew up amid therr eries ol
“Long live the King! Loug hive Taly!" No
other vessel was lost, or tell ioto the enemy's
hands,

The Admiral repewed the attack upon the
Austrian squadron, which retired to Lesina
without wuiting lor our fleet to come up, aud
the Austrians continming their rewreat, the
Inahian squadron remvined mistress ol the feene
of action.

The damages sustained by the enomy are con-
siderable.
